n Tuesday, May 19th, the mem-

How well they continue to 
hold high the ideals of service above self in a large measure will depend on 
you and me, we who have been in the profession for more years than we care 
to remember. How well we have prepared a climate for favorable growth will 
depend on our personal conduct and attitudes toward these newcomers.

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Pulp Therapy for the Child Patient*

ew areas in dentistry are as fasci- 

nating as the field of vital pulp ther- 

apy, while at the same time, in few 
areas is there such a diversification of 
opinion as there is in this field. If I 
picked at random 
25 dentists in the 
audience today and 
asked them their 
method of treating 
vital pulp exposures, 
I would probably 
get almost as many 
ideas or techniques; 
at least, there would 
be a wide variety of 
materials used in an 
effort to maintain 
the vitality of the pulp exposed by dental 
caries. One thing we can agree on, how- 
ever, is that we are no longer concerned 
with the question of whether the pulp is 
capable of healing following minor in- 
juries, but rather with finding those con- 
ditions which might promote or retard 
healing of the injured pulp. 

Success in treating vital pulp expo- 
sures actually goes back to the original 
treatment plan. When the dentist is asked 
to treat a mouth in which there is a deep 
carious lesion, possibly involving the pulp, 
he must decide at the first visit whether 
he is going to remove all of the carious 
material and risk a pulp exposure and 
treat it accordingly, or whether he is 
going to remove only the gross carious 
material and place a so-called sedative 
dressing. The latter procedure, while not 
new, recently has been referred to as the 
“indirect” pulp capping method.’:? For 
the experienced operator, this procedure 
has merit and I believe often should re- 
ceive attention. This technique involves 
removing only the superficial layer or

the gross portion of the carious material. 
This removal is accomplished usually 
without the aid of a local anesthetic and 
without isolating the teeth with a rubber 
dam. No attempt is made to remove the 
very painful carious dentin in the deeper 
portion of the cavity, only the superficial 
necrotic layer. Removal of the deeper 
portion of the carious material at the 
initial visit, if there is an actual pulp 
exposure, might further injure the al- 
ready inflamed pulp. The next step is 
to dry carefully the remaining carious 
dentin and place a sedative dressing of 
zinc oxide and eugenol of sour cream 
consistency. This dressing may be cov- 
ered with a very thick layer of zinc oxide 
and eugenol, with no attempt being made 
to reproduce the normal contour of the 
lost tooth structure. If the dressing is 
allowed to remain in the tooth for three 
to four weeks, the carious process in the 
deeper layer will become arrested and 
many of the remaining micro-organisms 
be destroyed by the germicidal action of 
the dressing of zinc oxide and eugenol. 
The advantages of following the in- 
direct pulp capping procedure are mul- 
tiple. If the pulp has not already been 
exposed by the caries process, it will have 
an opportunity to build up a protective 
layer of secondary dentin during the 
waiting period. If the caries has already 
reached the pulp and there is inflamma- 
tion of the tissue adjacent to the expo- 
sure, the zinc oxide and eugenol may 
aid in neutralizing the irritant and re- 
ducing the pulpal inflammation. This 
procedure, however, is not without some 
disadvantages. It takes an experienced 
operator to remove only the superficial 
layer of carious dentin. Unless he is very 
careful, he will remove too much of the 
material and cause the child pain, pos- 
sibly creating a bad dentist-patient-rela- 
tionship. Even the experienced operator 
may occasionally be dealing with a de- 
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generating or necrotic pulp and not real- 
ize it at the time. Sealing of the cavity 
in this instance could result in an acute 
pulpal reaction. A third possible disad- 
vantage is that the operator is placing 
a temporary dressing which is likely to 
be dislodged before the end of the four- 
week waiting period. Therefore, care 
should be used in placing the sedative 
dressing and the child warned to avoid 
hard and also sticky foods during that 
time. 

If the indirect pulp capping proce- 
dure is selected, the second appointment 
should be used to remove the remaining 
caries, after the tooth has been anesthe- 


tized and isolated witha rubber dam. 
If after careful removal of the remain-. 


ing carious material a sound dentin base 
is encountered, there is need only to 
place an intermediate base, complete the 
cavity preparation and restore the tooth. 
If on the other hand a small exposure 
is encountered, the operator must then 
decide on the type of vital pulp therapy 
that he is to carry out. Actually, he has 
at least three choices: namely, pulp cap- 
ping, pulp curettage and pulpotomy. Ex- 
cellent results have been reported for 
each of these procedures; however, in 


order to expect reasonable success, the © 


cases must be very carefully selected. 
There is often a strong tendency to 
think in terms of using a favorite drug 
or technique in each instance of pulpal 
involvement, when actually the pre-oper- 
ative diagnosis should be the most im- 
portant consideration and the one that 
should dictate the type of treatment. The 
operator should decide upon the proce- 
dure to be followed only after a very 
careful evaluation of the patient’s symp- 
toms and the results of the diagnostic 
tests. Two statements in a recent article 
by Ishibashi,’ I believe, point up the prob- 
lem very well. He has stated that clinical 
diagnosis of the status of the pulp is 
extremely difficult and undependable, es- 
pecially in children, since it depends on 
the patient’s subjective expression of his 
pain. He further stated that the tendency 
to lack of conformity between clinical 
and histopathologic diagnosis is much 
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greater in deciduous teeth than in per- 
manent teeth. I believe that we can agree 
that the history of either presence or 
absence of pain may not be reliable to 
the same degree in the case of deciduous 
teeth. It is not at all uncommon to see 
instances of deciduous pulp degeneration, 
even to the point of abscess formation, 
without the child having any recollec- 
tion of pain or discomfort. Nevertheless, 
I believe that the history of a toothache 
should be the first consideration in the - 
selection of cases for vital pulp therapy. 
A toothache coincident with or imme- 
diately following a meal may not be sig- 
nificant. It may be due to an accumula- 
tion of food within a carious lesion and 
the pain may result from a chemical irri- 
tation to the vital pulp, protected only 
by a thin layer of intact dentin. How- 
ever, a severe toothache at night usually 
means extensive degeneration of the pulp 
and calls for other than a conservative- 
type pulp therapy. Likewise, a sponta- 
neous toothache occurring at any time 
during the day or night of more than 
momentary duration usually means that 
involvement of the pulp has progressed 
too far to allow for even a successful 
pulpotomy. 

It goes without saying that the mod- 
ern operator will have the advantage 
of a good periapical radiograph. This 
should be carefully examined for evi- 
dence of periapical changes, such as 
thickening of the periodontal membrane 
or actual rarefaction of the supporting 
bone, which would rule out treatment 
other than root canal therapy or extrac- 
tion. Here, too, the radiographic inter- 
pretation in children is more difficult 
since the permanent teeth may have in- 
completely formed root ends and the 
roots of the primary teeth undergoing 
even normal physiologic resorption, often 
present a misleading picture. The careful 
operator will check the teeth in question 
for mobility and also sensitivity to per- 
cussion as an additional diagnostic aid. 

Perhaps second in importante to the 
history of pain in making a diagnosis of 
the status of the pulp is the size of the 
exposure. At the same time, the operator 
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must consider the amount of hemorrhage 


at the exposure site. I feel it is very im- 
portant to have the tooth isolated with a 
rubber dam in order to keep the area 
clean, to be able to work efficiently and 
also to observe the size of the exposure 
after all of the carious material has been 
removed. The initial bleeding that may 
accompany the removal of the carious 
material can also be easily observed if the 
area is free of saliva. 

With few exceptions, the small pin- 
point exposure presents the most favor- 
able conditions for vital pulp therapy. I 
refer to the exposure surrounded by 
sound dentin where it may be difficult 
for the operator to determine whether it 
is actually of the mechanical or carious 
type. The operator must constantly keep 
in mind that at least to some extent a 
true carious exposure will be accom- 
panied by inflammation of the pulp, the 
amount of which is perhaps directly re- 
lated to the size of the exposure. The 
large exposure, the type which is encoun- 
tered when a mass of leathery dentin is 
removed, is often associated with a 
watery exudate or pus at the exposure 
site and this situation of course is un- 
suited for vital pulp therapy. These con- 
ditions are indicative of advanced pulpal 
degeneration and often internal resorp- 
tion in the pulp chamber of pulp canals. 
Excessive bleeding at the point of expo- 
sure or encountered later at the time a 
pulpotomy is being performed, invariably 
is associated with hyperemia and general- 
ized inflammation of the pulp tissue. 
When this condition is observed, a pulp- 
ectomy or extraction should be consid- 
ered as the treatment of choice.* 

While the local observations are of ex- 
treme importance in the selection of cases 
for vital pulp therapy, one must also 
consider the physical condition of the 
patient. Glickman® has expressed the 
opinion that the successful outcome of 
pulp capping techniques is dependent, in 
some measure at least, upon the absence 
of systemic disturbances, which might 
exert a deleterious effect on the pulp. 
In experimental animals suffering from 
systemic disturbances he noted a degener- 


ation of the odontoblasts which he as- 
sumed would ultimately cause a disturb- 
ance in the formation of a new dentin. 

The type of procedure that we are 
going to follow in vital pulp therapy 
naturally depends upon the amount of 
involvement of the dental pulp. To deter- 
mine this, all of the diagnostic aids must 
be used and the results carefully evalu- 
ated. 


Pulp Capping 


The procedure of pulp capping has 
been widely practiced for years and is 
still a favorite method of treating vital 
pulp exposures. Although it has been 
condemned by some, others report that 
if the cases are carefully selected, excel- 
lent results will be obtained.*:? Today it 
is generally agreed that we should limit 
our pulp capping procedures to those tiny 
exposures which are of the. mechanical 
type or true pinpoint carious exposures 
which are surrounded by sound dentin. 
Only those cases should be considered 
in which there is an absence of a tooth- 
ache, with the possible exception of pain 
during mastication. In addition, there 
should be either a lack of bleeding at 
the exposure site, as is often the case in 
mechanical exposures, or there should be 
that which would be considered normal 


hemorrhage in the absence of a hyperemic 
or inflamed pulp. 


Pulp Curettage 


Considerable attention has been given 
to pulp curettage, a method of treatment 
recently advocated by Chatterton.® If a 
carious exposure is encountered, he rec- 
ommends that the tooth be isolated and 
all of the carious dentin removed. Then 
a medium size round bur is inserted and 
revolved in the pulp tissue at the site 
of the exposure to remove any inflam- 
matory or degenerating pulp. The hem- 
orrhage is controlled and the remaining 
normal coronal pulp is capped with a 
material to stimulate repair. This pro- 
cedure is very likely to be accompanied 
by pitfalls since our present-day diag- 
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nostic procedures fail often to give us a 
good indication of the amount of pulpal 
involvement. 


Pulpotomy 


In recent years pulp amputation or 
pulpotomy has come to be an accepted 
procedure for treating both primary and 
permanent teeth with pulp exposures.®:?° 
The justification for this procedure is 
that the coronal pulp tissue, the tissue 
which is adjacent to the carious exposure 
and shows evidence of inflammation and 
degenerative change, can be removed 
and the healing allowed to take place 
at the entrance to the pulp canal, in an 
area of essentially normal pulp. Even this 
procedure is likely to result in a high per- 
centage of failures unless the cases are 
very carefully ‘selected. It is well estab- 
lished that the healthy pulp will survive 
and repair small injuries even in the 
presence of a few bacteria, the same as 
any other connective tissue. This defense 
mechanism should not be destroyed or 
the healing process delayed by caustic 
chemicals or heat. There is no cautery 
or caustic substance that will destroy 
bacteria and will not also injure the tis- 
sue and some of its healing potential.'! 


Only non-irritating solutions, such as nor- . 


mal saline or chloromine, should be al- 
lowed to come in contact with the vital 
pulp tissue. These mild solutions keep 
the pulp moist following the surgical pro- 
cedure and may be of value in cleansing 
the area and keeping the pulp moist prior 
to placing the pulp capping material. 

The management of pulpally involved 
primary teeth has changed greatly dur- 
ing the last 25 years. Specific techniques 
go back to that which was reported by 
Hess in 1929.%* He observed negative 
bacteriologic results in an analysis of 
the pulps of 62 teeth mumified with a 
formalin paste. 

Hermann introduced calcium hy- 
droxide as a dressing for the pulp tissue. 
It was widely accepted and even today is 
perhaps the most popular pulp capping 
material, although some have reported 
less favorable results when used in pri- 
mary teeth. 
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Sweet! has advocated a “devitaliza- 
tion” technique or therapeutic pulpotomy 
for deciduous teeth with a carious pulp 
exposure. Following the removal of the 
bulbous portion of the pulp, the hem- 
orrhage is controlled and a treatment of 
formocresol or beechwood creosote is 
sealed into the pulp chamber for two or 
three days. He advocates the placement 
of a second treatment for a similar period 
of time before the pulp stumps are 
capped with a creamy mix of zinc oxide 
and eugenol and the teeth are restored. 

As a result of a dissatisfaction with 
developed techniques, Easlick’® prepared 
a paste in which paraformaldehyde was 
employed as the devitalizing agent. He 
combined devitalization with pulpotomy 
of the coronal pulp. After the paste had 
been in contact with the exposed pulp 
for two weeks, the usual pulpotomy pro- 
cedure was carried out. The capping 
material consisted of a paste similar to 
that recommended by Rickert. Many 
operators, however, have observed un- 
favorable results after a period of time 
and this procedure is no longer widely 
used. This may be due to indiscriminate 
use of the ‘technique and other than care- 
ful selection of cases. 

Nacht'* in 1956 reported on a modifi- 
cation of the devitalization technique. .A 
capping paste containing paraformalde- 
hyde was placed over the amputated pulp 
stumps in. 467 primary teeth which had 

carious exposures. While he con- 
sidered the procedure to be successful in 
the majority of cases, he observed that 
this technique apparently was associated 
with premature root resorption of the 
treated tooth. ‘ 

In recent years, two materials have 
been used most extensively for the cap- 
ping of the vital pulp to promote heal- 
ing. Many operators have apparently had 
good clinical results from the use of zinc 
oxide and eugenol or commercial prod- 
ucts in which these materials are the main 
ingredients. Others have been able to 
observe healing only when the calcium 
hydroxide was used. Recently, Berman 
and Massler!’ reported no basic differ-

about once every three years! Wouldn’t 
it be a wonderful thing if all of our mem- 
bers who attend other meetings would 
keep their eyes open and their pencils 
sharp and tell us about good clinics, ex- 
hibits, slide collections and other stuff 
around the country? 


DON’T WAIT TILL YOU RETIRE! 


Would you like to help your social se- 
curity office shorten the time you may 
have to wait to get your first benefit 
check? Since no payments can be made 
unless a claim is filed, and no claim can 
be approved without evidence that the 
law’s requirements are met, your timely 
action in getting your proofs ready ahead 
of time, and bringing them with you 
when you come to file, can greatly speed 
up that important first payment. 

Every claimant for monthly benefits 
must usually prove age or date of birth. A 
birth certificate is best, but many other 
items will do. As any formal document or 
record at least ten years old can be con- 
sidered, many have qualified thanks to a 
church, school, employment, or hospital 
record, an old imsurance policy, or the 
entry by some older relative in a family 
Bible. Those claiming as a dependent or 
surviving spouse must prove marriage, 
for which a certificate from the public 
record, available from the Town Clerk 
where the license was taken out, is usually 
best because it also gives the age and 
parentage of the bride and groom. For 
children of a retired or deceased insured 
worker, a birth certificate is necessary to 
show relationship as well as age, although 
for an adopted child the court decree is 
used instead. 

Evidence of recent earnings is needed 


to establish the correct benefit rate, and 
sometimes to prove that there were enough 
earnings credits to qualify. The latest 
withholding statement (Form W-2 for 
1958) is best for employees. The self- 
employed should always bring full and 
exact copies of their income tax returns 
for the last two years, including the 
Schedule C or F which shows their self- 
employment income, and the cancelled 
check, money order stub, or bank receipt 
which shows they paid the tax. 

For quickest payment, get in touch 
with your nearest social security office 
about a month ahead of time, and bring 
your proofs of age, earnings and relation-

ence of pulpal reaction to calcium hy- 
droxide and zinc oxide and eugenol. At 
21 and 28 days after the amputation of 
the pulp, both materials stimulated the 
formation of a dentinal bridge. Steward 
and Kramer'® have reported similar ob- 
servations. Certainly there is room for 
much more investigative work. 


After talking with many reliable work- - 


ers who are using a variety of materials 
apparently with good success, I have con- 
cluded that it is not so much the material 
that is used, but instead something much 
more important—the condition of the 
pulp at the time the ing is placed. 
Equally as important, perhaps, is the 
reparative capacity of the individual and 
his tissue resistance. 

It has been a common practice for 
some to delay for weeks or months plac-. 
ing a permanent restoration in a tooth 
that has had vital pulp therapy. Failure 
to restore the tooth immediately with a 
material that will adequately seal the 
cavity, may be the most common cause 
for a failure of the pulp to heal. 

After performing experimental pulp- 
otomies in rats, Berman™ concluded 
that a prime requiste for pulpal healing 
was an adequate seal against the ingress 
of oral fluids. 

Recent studies’® have shown that zinc 
oxide and eugenol will initially seal a 
cavity better than any other material. 
Amalgam actually provides a very poor 
seal immediately after placement in the 
cavity, but appears to improve with time, 
until eventually the seal is quite adequate. 
It seems logical, therefore, that we should 
use zinc oxide and eugenol as a base 
material or at least as a dressing to cover 
the capping material to prevent pene- 
tration of oral fluids during the healing 
process. Since zinc oxide and eugenol and 
the dental cements are inadequate, in 
that they will not withstand the stresses 
of mastication, the tooth must be restored 
with an amalgam restoration, an inlay, 
or a restoration such as a crown to pro- 
vide full coverage.
